Sierra Madre City Councilmembers enjoyed 
one ol the shortest meetings on record Tuesday 
evening with only five items on the agenda and 
two residents taking advantage of the community 
eommnnieation period of the meeting. 

Tltey decided to authorize City Administrator 
lim MeRea to request the Los Angeles County 
Public Works Department to initiate plans and 
specifications as a two-part improvement project 
of Phase 2 concerning Orange Grove Ave. 

MeRea explained to the council that Arcadia 
is doing a iraflie study and that the width of the 
street, when it is improved, may vary from inter¬ 


section to intersection, "to 15, 16 feet because of 
ground changes.” Grades or curb lines will not be 
set without review and approval of the City Coun¬ 
cil, however. 

Plans call for improvements in two segments, 
from Baldwin to the eastern edge of the city limits 
and from Michillinda to Baldwin Ave.

“Sierra Madre’s Council Organizes Committee 
for School’s Secession,” read the Los Angeles Times 
headline back in March, 1971. It was the first time 
Sierra Madre introduced the notion of leaving the 
Pasadena Unified School District. 

During the years ’70 and through ’71 Sierra 
Madreans Interested in Local Education (SMILE) led 
by longtime resident Ralph Rule fought the battle 
for secession and “failed badly” in Rule s 
assessment. 

The stumbling block back in ’71 turned out to 
be the regulations laid out in the educational code 
which binds Sierra Madre, Altadena and Pasadena 
in the Pasadena Unified School District. What 
couldn’t be fought on paper demanded “legislative 
relief.” according to a letter Rule wrote to then 
Senator H.L. Richardson. 


But the situation back in the early ’70.s in¬ 
volved controversial bussing and the complex issue 
of desegregation. Even under mounting local protest. 
Sierra Madre remained locked into PUSD. 

“Let me say this,” Rule advised, “they’re 
(concerned parents Allsop and Levoe) going to have 
an awfully good reason to get out (of PUSD) . . . 
Kids getting beat up isn’t enough.” 

Rule and his secretary even raised $1000 for 
preliminary legal fees to back up their cause but 
ended up giving it to charity when they realized 
secession was a lost fight. 

“I don’t think these people (Allsop and Levoe) 
have thoroughly researched the problem,” Rule 
added. “Years ago Sierra Madre was under a 
federal plan with Pasadena. Pasadena owns the 
school buildings.” 
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Can we afford the bond issue? 


One of the questions most frequently asked 
about the $8.4 million bond issue recently approved 
by the Sierra Madre City Council is how can we 
afford to pay the $19 million in principle and inter¬ 
est it will cost. 

The main financial advisor to the council on 
the “creative financing” which, hopefully, will en¬ 
able the city to meet the $740,000 yearly pay¬ 
ments was Chilton & O’Conner, an investment 
hanking firm alsci involved in the Irwindale Raiders’ 
stadium negoiiationv. 

The two funds whurh will be paying the debt, 
the .itei I iind and the Cnmmiuuty Redevelop¬ 
ment AiieiK'v. do mu have enouab “net profits” 
each s?iir lo pay the $450,000 (CRA) and $290,000 


(Water) required to meet the payments. 

They do generate enough to meet payments on 
a $7.25 million bond issue, according to Chilton 
& O’Connor, but the city council felt $8.4 million 
would better answer the city’s needs, so the 
“creative financing” included a special escrow fund 
which was established on a “contingency basis.” 

We noted in Pan I of this series how the total 
released from this special fund will depend on the 
amount of growth the two funds can demonstrate 
in the next three years. 

In order to meet the payments on $8.4 million 
in prmaple and SI0.6 million in iniercst the two 
fundi mutt grow by 25 percent in the three years.

9224, Cincinnati, 
OH 45231. By mailing in the appro¬ 
priate form to the postmaster general, 
you’re taking an important step in pro¬ 
tecting your family from such material. 


Alcohol Involvement 


“Alcohol has a major involvement 
in adult pedestrian fatalities,” cautions 
Joseph M. Kaplan, president of the 
Los Angeles Safety Council. “Almost 
60 percent of pedestrians over the age 
of 16 killed in nighttime traffic acci¬ 
dents have blood alcohol concentrations 
of .10 or higher — an amount that 
would get a motorist cited for driving 
under the influence.” 

The majority of pedestrians killed 
in traffic, Kaplan also notes, either 
violate a traffic law or commit an ob¬ 
viously unsafe act. 

The risk to pedestrians is nothing 
new. The nation’s first recorded traffic 
fatality occurred in 1899, in New York 
City — the victim was a pedestrian.

“The sooner 
we get the patient to the hospital, the better the 
prognosis. There is nothing worse than not being able 
to provide the right kind of help,” according to 
Lowe.

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Percell continues 
extradition fight 

Jeffrey Percell’s defense attorney, Jerry Schwarz, 
has moved to withdraw as counsel for Percell and 
has also moved to extend time to file a habeas 
corpus petition, according to Phil Danielson, states 
attorney in Vermont. 

Percell has been held in Vermont, fighting extra¬ 
dition to California, since surrendering himself to 
Burlington, Vt. police Dec. 13. The 30-year-old Sierra 
Madre resident turned himself in that day, explain¬ 
ing that he was wanted in California. The Vermont 
Police checked out this story and discovered that 
Percell was wanted on a no-bail warrant for the mur¬ 
der of his parents, Doris Alice and John Henry 
Percell, who were found slain Nov. 16 in their 
Sierra Madre home. 

Danielson told The News Tuesday morning 
that Schwarz was supposed to file last Friday; 
however, he did not file until Monday this week. 

“The defense is asking time to challenge the 
governor’s warrant,’’ Danielson said. “Now it is up 
to the judge — probably Judge Edward Cashman — 
to determine whether or not this will happen.” 
The judge was to rule on the motion yesterday, 
Wednesday, Mar. 1. 

“If the judge decides to grant the motion, they 
(the defense) will have time to file habeas corpus 
very quickly. It should go to the Supreme Court 
within 48 hours.” If the judge does not grant the 
motion, of course, the ball is in the defense’s 
court. 

Vermont Gov. Madeline Kunin issued a second 
arrest warrant for Percell two weeks ago, to satisfy 
Vermont law, according to Los Angeles Sheriffs 
Inspector Randy Hunnicut. Hunnicut called this time 
extension “red tape” and believes that Percell 
will be extradited so that he can stand trial 
in California for the murder of his parents. 

Hunnicut told The News last week that they 
are fine tuning the case here in California. 

Normally, there is only one habeas corpus, 
which says that the defense believes he is being 
held illegally. Vermont law allowed for two filings, 
however. 

After Percell is extradited to California, he 
will be arraigned in Pasadena Municipal Court, 
then a preliminary hearing date will be set. 

The Percells were found, gagged, shot execution- 
style, and covered with bed coverings in different 
bedrooms in their home. Police had been seeking 
Jeffrey Percell following their deaths.

The City Council is currently studying an ex¬ 
haustive report by Management Services Institute 
(MSI) on fees and charges for city services. 

Plans call for public hearings to begin around 
the end of March and The News felt Sierra Madre 
readers would like to know some of the items on 
the list of 102 services which will be under con¬ 
sideration for increase. 

Most affect some citizens, but not others, 
although currently all residents share in the cost. 
A few affect all residents, but the equation between 
cost and service charges is so out of balance, the 
report recommends increases. 

The report states that the city could gain over 
$1.4 million in additional revenues if it increased 
all possible fees and charges for services. Some 
cannot be increased, others will not be, but pro¬ 
bably a substantial number will and the input of 
interested citizens could greatly help the council 
in making its decisions. 

The MSI list of services for which fees might 
be increased to more nearly matched costs, is 
divided into six categories. We can cover only a 

few in each category and have chosen those where 
the city’s subsidy is highest. 

Reference to “reasonable fees” in the follow¬ 
ing refer to charges based upon matching fees to 
costs, including eventual capital replacements. 

Under community development services, four 
services currently have no charges. Preliminary 
project reviews could bring in some S42(X} if 
“reasonable fees” were charged. “Reasonable fee " 
increases for sewer connection and street and curb 
cut inspections could add $8000 and $4100, re¬ 
spectively, to city revenues. Tentative/final parcel 
and subdivision map review “reasonable fee” in¬ 
creases for sewer connection and street and curb 

cut inspections could add $8000 and $4100, respec¬ 
tively, to city revenues. Tentative/final parcel and 
subdivision map review “reasonable fee” increases 
could bring an additional $9300. 

The 20 “reasonable fee” increases listed in 

this category of special services, could bring in an 
additional $30,000, according to the report. 

A number of the fines in the public safety 


category and amounts allocated to the city from 
those fines, are set by the courts and the MSI re¬ 
port recommends that the police chief and city 
attorney contact municipal judges to enlist their 
help in eliminating at least some of the dis- 
crepency between the revenues and costs, which 
amount to over $220,00. 

Among other substantial subsidies listed here 
are movie production security fees, which far out¬ 
weigh the city’s costs — by $28,600, or $1143 
per filming last year. This is strictly a matter of 
charges by the city and the report suggests doub¬ 
ling the hourly charges. 

The report also suggests instigating fees for 
high fire hazard inspection, wnich currently costs 
general taxpayers over $32,000 per year, yet, per¬ 
tains only to a limited number of property owners. 

The prevention and property control in hiking 
areas of the city is currently costing $16,578, 
with no off-set.ing revenue. The report recommends 

increasing hiking permit fees to at least partially 
off-set this cost. 

The 26 services listed under public safety 
entail over $368,000 in subsidies, of which $96,200 
is suggested as possible recoverable revenue through 
“reasonable fee” increases. 

Under leisure/recreation, the highest costs over 
revenues include, for the library over $7000 for 
notifications of overdue books and more than 
$17,000 for securing of requested books. Higher 
fees were recommended to eliminate at least a por¬ 
tion of the discrepency. 

The largest recreation subsidy was $50,000 
for the operation of day camp, followed by $48,500 
for maintenance and operation of the swim pool, 
over $38,400 for the latch key program and 
$32,000 for organization of special events. 

The report recommended upward adjustment 
of fees where possible and, in regard to the swim 
pool, higher fees for non-resident use. 

The 22 services in this category entail over 
$308,000 in subsidies, of which $46,800 is sug¬ 
gested as possible recoverable revenue through 
increased charges. 

In Part 111, we will review a number of the 
recommended service charge increases for main¬ 
tenance, utility and enterprise services, adminis¬ 
trative and finance services. To be continued...

The time has arrived when our Main Street 
objective of improving and preserving a moun¬ 
tain village appearance may begin to generate 
some heated debate. 

No one is neutral when the question of 
business signs is discussed. Rarely do more 
than a handful agree on questions of style, 
size, acceptable materials, location and aesthetic 
value. It also makes a significant difference, 
of course, if you are talking about “my sign

Our common objective should be to have 
individual signs that adequately present the 
business to prospective customers.

A week ago The News carried a photo 
of the MS process at work, an on-site dis¬ 
cussion between MS and Domino’s Pizza rep¬ 
resentatives. 

Building or business owners planning new 
signs, exterior painting or facade renovations 
are invited/urged to contact the Main Street 
office as they begin planning. 

The sooner the project is on the MS re¬ 
view process, the sooner MS review can be com¬ 
pleted and approval support or recommenda¬ 
tions made. MS has set a two week maximum 
target time frame for turn around. 

There will be disagreements. Everyone 
doesn’t believe vanilla is the best flavor, that’s 
why chocolate and a hundred-and-one other 
flavors came on the market. Our challenge is 
to identify the style, aesthetics, colors, mater¬ 
ials and placement standards most acceptable 
to the most that retain, preserve and project 
Sierra Madre as a mountin village.

Can we afford the bond issue?

according to City Administrator Jim McRea. 

The next question, of course, is how can the two 
funds grow enough? 

The answer, for the Water Department, seems 
to be to increase our water rates and/or save and 
sell more of our surplus water. 

Since Arcadia is our only “customer” currently 
and has bought no water in the last two years, 
our chances of selling more water appears slim, at 
best. 

The city has not raised water rates since 1979, 
although utility increases have been added on. 

An increase of 25 percent in CRA growth would 
require a considerable amount of development in the 
CRA district along Sierra Madre Blvd., and in the 
central business district in the next three years. 

Whatever their growth, the two funds will be 
committeed to using their “net profits” each year 
for bond payments, for the next 20 years for CRA 
and 30 years for the Water Fund. 

This creates the necessity for even greater 
future increases in revenues in order to generate 
additional funds for projects beyond those chosen 
in the next three years. 

The CRA and Water Fund have accumulated 
some $4.3 million in surplus funds ($2.5 million 







for Water and $1.8 million for CRA) and the new 
bond issue will free several million of this which 
could also be used for additional projects in the 
future, or remain invested to bring in interest 
revenue. 

It should be noted that the Chilton & O’Connor 
Bond Statement, under “Bondowners’ Risks” states 
that a number of factors could adversely affect 
the ability of either the CRA of the Water Fund 
to meet their payments in the future. 

Among those listed are broadened property tax 
exemptions, changes in economic conditions and re¬ 
duction of taxable property values for CRA; ex¬ 
tended drought or substantial damage to the water 
system (such as in the event of an earthquake) 
for the Water Fund. 

However, both the city and the CRA are pro¬ 
tected from truly dire finanacial consequences in 
the event that one or both funds would be unable 
to meet the payments. A statement on the face of 
the Bond Statement reads; “The Bonds are not a 
debt of the City of Sierra Madre, the Sierra 
Madre Community Redevelopment Agency . . . and 
neither the City (nor) the Agency is liable therefor . . . 
the City has not pledged its taxing power to provide 
for the payment of the Bonds.” 

The city council is exploring the possibilities 
offered by using the current CRA accumulated funds 
on projects which will generate additional CRA 
revenue. Opinion seems to be divided on whether to 
spend the $2.5 million Water Fund reserves for addi¬ 
tional street maintenance and other needed projects, 
or keep in invested and earning additional interest 
income. 

Several former councilmembers were asked for 
their comment onthtsr - -

My first impressions 
of our Nation’s capital 
occurred three days 
after my mother and sis¬ 
ter said their goodbyes 
at the Santa Fe 
railroad system in Pasa¬ 
dena. Fresh out of col¬ 
lege, 21 years old, and 
with $10 in my pocket, 
three days later, I arrived 
at Washington’s Union 
Station to join a group 
of adventurous, vision¬ 
ary pilots who believed 
that someday air trans¬ 
portation would be the 
best way to travel bet¬ 
ween cities and coun¬ 
tries. Our assignment 
was to plan and design 
a national system of air¬ 
ports and air navigation 
facilities. It was a real 
thrill to be one of 
the first young engineers 
to join these pioneers. 

At that time, the DC-3 
was the largest, (23- 
passenger), airplane in 
domestic service, comple¬ 


mented by the large four- 
engine flying boats in¬ 
augurating Trans-Pacific 
service. Little did 1 
realize that, three years 
later, I would board a 
Boeing 314 at Treasure 
Island and 18 hours 
later land in Pearl Har¬ 
bor, if you can call set¬ 
ting down on water, 
landing. 

Washington was then 
a small southern city with 
street car, movie theaters, 
stores and other amen¬ 
ities, except for one 
major difference. It 
was the Capital of the 
United States and all of 
the grandeur that came 
from the original plans 
of L’Enfant dominated 
the city. Returning many 
years later, 1 find the 
beauty, glamour and 
excitement still re¬ 
mains.

Brainwaves on-line 


By Quendrith Johnson 


Reading between the lines is not an easy task 
but reading the lines is even more difficult if there’s 
an EEG (electroencephalogram) involved. Luckily, 
Neurodata, a Pasadena-based medical service firm, 
makes deciphering this kind of complicated in¬ 
formation a little simpler. 

“We take an EEG, which is a fairly complex 
series of squiggles on paper and make them color¬ 
ful, more readable,” explains Robert Norman, a 
Ph.D. in psychiatry from the University of 
Massachusetts and Neurodata’s technical master¬ 
mind. 

Using a Macintosh computer, Norman wrote 
the Quantitative EEG (QEEG) program for Neuro¬ 
data, using object-oriented Pascal and assembly 
languages. 

But, don’t call him a Hacker! “It’s a friend¬ 
ly derogatory term I’m trying to rise above,” he 
says. 

Hospitals, doctors, neurologists and psychia¬ 
trists stand to benefit greatly from the QEEG 
system. “Instead of $100,000 for a stand-alone 
machine from our competitors, we offer this as a 
service for under $10,000,” says Norman. The lower 
price allows smaller, rural and regional hospitals 
to have access to the technology. As a medical 
service business. Neurodata’s Macintosh-based data 
acquisition system can tie into the hospital’s own 
computer system.

Colorized computer analysis of brainwaves, 
to use Norman’s understatement, is “more sen¬ 
sitive than eyeballing it (a regular EEG read¬ 
out).” In psychiatric patients, EEGs, which are 
often read as normal, show organic abnormalities 
when illustrated by the color system. 

Assymetries or departures from normal pat¬ 
terns are key features which Neurodata’s program 
picks up. “Usually the left half and right half of 
the brain look the same,” describes Norman, 
“but, if say, the left frontal area looks different, 
the system will show it.” 

On the clinical/administrative side. Jack John¬ 
stone, Ph.D. from University of California at San 
Francisco, sees the patients on paper and arranges 
patient visits at Neurodata’s Ingleside laboratory. 
In addition, patients at Methodist Hospital are 
able to have computer discs of their EEGs sent 
to Neurodata for a complete report. 


“Right now we operate a local business using 
our technicians to do testing and a national busi¬ 
ness using other people’s technicians who find the 
data for us,” Johnstone says. 

Currently Neurodata’s national network in¬ 
cludes clients in Florida and Massachusetts along 
with a major new contract coming through with a 
hospital in Cincinnati, Ohio. For a yearling busi¬ 
ness, progress is astounding. 

Johnstone is very optimistic about Neurodata’s 
progress. “The future is in applying this technology 
to very subtle neurological disorders.” Subtle dis¬ 
orders are often “diagnosed backwards” according 
to Johnston, gauged by what drug the patient 
responds to versus what the actual condition is. 

“Diagnostic CAT scans are pictures of the 
anatomy, whereas we offer a picture of the phy¬ 
siology,” continues Johnstone, “It’s structure versus 
function. There’s a strong tendency to just look 
at anatomy.” 

Psychiatrists, for example, can use clinical be¬ 
havioral and other data along with Neurodata’s 
reports to put together puzzle pieces in diagnosing 
a patient. “We’ve added another significant piece 
to the puzzle,” Johnstone adds. 

Arising from a futuristic idea first presented in 
1977, but then unfeasible due to equipment costs. 
Jack Johnstone has rediscovered this concept using 
leading edge technology. Working in tandem with 
partner Robert Norman, Johnstone’s Neurodata and 
the colorized QEEG system has grown into impor¬ 
tant medical services that offer doctors a head 
start on their EEG data.

additional options for improvements to Orange 
Grove without the removal of any trees. 

The city’s seismic safety was also discussed 
Tuesday by the council. Ron Hutson, Main Street 
project manager, will be asked to coordinate action 
on this project, following approval of the Main 
Street Steering Committee. Sierra Madre Chamber 
of Commerce has already offered to make contacts 
to building owners. 

McRea will negotiate with Hutson for an added 
monetary incentive to complete the survey of the 
business area in Sierra Madre, considering many 
of the buildings are potential unreinforced masonry 
(U.R.M.) structures. 

Building Inspector Steve Pock has inspected 
85 percent of the downtown business district. Build¬ 
ings on the east side of Baldwin, churches and 
institutions are the remaining IS percent. Of the 74 
buildings currently inspected by the survey, 30 are 
potential U.R.M. sites. Thirty-five are unaffected 
and nine will require additional review. 

The council reviewed the need to identify a 
plan to review the city’s buildings by the end of 

1989. The state has decreed that the city must have 
a plan for protection within the following year, Jan., 

1990, so that corrective “surgery” can take place 
immediately. 

Cable television is going to cost Sierra Madreans 
more since Cablevision has announced that a rate 
increase will take place Apr. 1,1989. 

Basic service will increase from $15.95 to 
$17.95. Senior citizen rates will increase 10 cents 
to $14.45 per month. Showcase packages will in¬ 
crease $1 per package and individual premium ser¬ 
vice channels will remain at $7.95 without an in¬ 
crease. 

Mayor Clem Bartolai noted that the fourth 
item on the agenda, “Appeal — File 1669-89,” 
had no address and that no background was in¬ 
cluded.

Wiiford Barnard complained about the use of 
Sierra Madre by various filming companies. “In 
the late ’4()s we were called a village. Today we are 
Hollywood’s east backlot.” He was referring to a 
recent filming on Highland where he lives and also 
rents to tenant on that street. 

He indicated concern that overweight trucks 
were parked on both sides of the street, making 
it impossible for two cars to pass and complained 
about generators that operated into the night. 

“I called the city hall and talked with Ruth 
Harmon. She was very nice. I called city hall 
again requesting to see the contract between the 
city and Disney, then went to the city hall and was 
told I couldn’t see the contract. They finally let 
me see it but wouldn’t let me make copies. They’re 
(film companies) not supposed to operate a generator 
later than 11 p.m. but it went until 4 to 5 a.m. . . . 
Ruth Harmon said she couldn’t do much about it. I 
think Sierra Madre should boost the rate for film¬ 
ing. I have talked with businessmen and some of 
those are unhappy because they think it hurts their 
business. Over the weekend there was someone 
with a video camera in the neighborhood. 1 sup¬ 
pose he was doing location shots for another 
movie. I assure you I’m not the ortly one who feels 
this way.” 

McRea told the group that the company had 
one late night permit. “Ruth (Harmon) is film 
coordinator and permit specialist. If she feels a com¬ 
pany is in violation, she can call the police. During 
the day she can call me. There is a safety officer 
from the fire department and usually someone from 
the police department for traffic control.” 

He said that Harmon was to canvas the entire 
neighborhood when there would be changes. This 
group had a makeup day because of rain and then 
they decided they needed an extra day, he said. '

day with $90 every day thereafter. They also col¬ 
lect a 10 percent surcharge for staff coordination. 

Councilman Andrew Roy Buchan asked if 
the company had gone beyond 11 p.m. more than 
one night and Barnard answered “yes.” 

Mayor Pro Tern Bruce Crow explained to Bar¬ 
nard that the city was now studying the fee struc¬ 
ture and perhaps some of these problems would 
be ironed out. “You request us to be responsive.

Fire Chief Ed Tracy noted that the fire de¬ 
partment had come under “severe criticism” at 
the last City Council meeting, regarding the use of 
the cellular telephone.

An unidentified source at the Pasadena 
Board of Education hinted at a new angle on the 
topic. Sierra Madre kids in schools by obtaining 
a permit to transfer out of the school district is 
supposedly being reviewed by the county. However, 
the assistant school superintendent denied any 
such development. Each school gets funded on the 
state level by its A.D.A., or average daily atten¬ 
dance, figure: thus, transferring children to other 
schools would meet considerable resistance. Most 
transfer applications are between schools within 
a district rather from one district to another. 

Perhaps there can be an interim solution in 
the recurring secession struggle. Applying for a trans¬ 
fer out of the school district is at least an 
attempt towards desperately needed creative prob¬ 
lem solving. 

Out-and-out secession in Rule’s opinion 
would require a red tape tangle of voting sessions 
in Pasadena, Arcadia and Sierra Madre. Obviously 
these 18-year-old school woes demand planning and 
compromise.

who would like to see these statistics,” the women 
ny. “Also, a security guard from the Muir campus 
told me, ‘Do you realize that we’re calling the 
Pasadena police when we can’t handle the problems 
ourselves?’ ” 

They continued, “We’re not talking about city 
wars. We’re talking about school district changes.” 

The women cite examples of families moving 
out of Sierra Madre because they know their child¬ 
ren will attend Pasadena schools. They note that 
many families have “enrolled their children in pri¬ 
vate schools in order to avoid the numerous prob¬ 
lems and inadequacies that exist in the Pasadena 
Unified School District. We are advocates of the 
public school system. We think it is a shame that 
so many people feel the need to pay tuition when 
they are also paying taxes to support a public 
school system they view as unsatisfactory.” 

Arcadia, Sierra Madre more alike 

Levoe and Allsop agonize over the fact that 
Pasadena and Sierra Madre children see nothing of 
each other outside of school hours. They point out 
that Arcadia and Sierra Madre children participate 
in organized sports and attend recreation department 
activities together. They say that families from both 
of these communities attend churches together 
and share fire and police department mutual assist¬ 
ance programs. 

Gloria Giersbach, president of the Parent- 
Teachers Association of Pasadena High School, 
vehemently objects to redistricting and supports the 
Pasadena School system. 

“1 have two children, Julie who is a junior at 
PHS and Jeff who is now at PCC. Both have 
been in the school system since the beginning. 1 kept 
them in the school system because 1 believe in it. The 
PUSD has always been there to cooperate with 
concerns or problems arising when approached by 
parents. The district is very amicable to work out 
assistance for the child’s benefit. All through the 
district there have been programs for the exceptional 
students. Students who are gifted or talented have 
GATE and many supportive and involved parents. 
For those children who need tutoring, daytime tutor¬ 
ing is offered free at every school in the Pasadena 
system. Right now there are 100 ninth graders, 
identified as needing assistance, who go to class the 
last hour and a half of each day and are assisted 
by four teachers and eight aides in the basic 
skills and homework. This program is called 
SUCCESS. There is also a program for seniors who 
need assistance to graduate.” 

Qlwrsbach defends Pasadena schools 

When asked if she was aware of any crime in 
the schools, Giersbach said, none. “I recall an inci¬ 
dent at Pasadena High School in November in¬ 
volving nonstudents coming on campus. All 2000 
parents received a letter from the principal setting 


up an evening meeting for concerned parents to join 
in discussion. Dr Codding (Dr. Judy Codding is 
Pasadena High School’s principal) is very stringent 
in the anti-drug program.” 

Giersbach has spent 15 years as a volunteer for 
the school system. “1 am driven with the need to 
be as helpful as possible. Many parents volunteered 
from the beginning to assist hard-working teachers 
to make the children’s education and day at school a 
positive experience. Many of those parents have 
since become teachers themselves and all have kids 
in the public school system because they believe in 
the school system and are there to make it work.” 

Giersbach remembered that 10 years ago col¬ 
lectively parents donated 2000 to 3000 hours a year 
at Sierra Madre School. 

How about the academics in the Pasadena 
School Systen? Giersbach answered, “Pasadena 
Unified School District has only been involved in the 
academic and math decathlons for the last three 
years. In that short time Blair finished third 
out of 79 schools last fall in the L.A. County 
SuperQuiz. 

Tina Coats, who has a first grade daughter 
and a son “coming up,” said “1 think it would be 
wonderful,” when asked how she would feel seceding 
from the Pasadena School System. 

Coats feels ‘uneasy’ about Pasadena schools 

Why does she feel so strongly? “1 have a feeling 
we’ll move from Sierra Madre rather than have our 
children attend the public schools. We will either 
move or put them in private schools. My mother is 
a teacher at Wilson and I know that Wilson is 
wonderful. It’s the high school level that scares me. 
Education is very important to me . . . My op¬ 
tions emphatically do not include Pasadena Public 
Schools. If 1 could pick and choose every teacher 1 
might keep them there. I do know there are dedi¬ 
cated teachers. 1 feel for the teachers in Sierra 
Madre School. They are doing the best they can with 
what they have.” 

Judy Webb-Martin explained that her daughter, 
Laurie, spent last year in the Lafayette (CA) School 
System and it was “very positive.” She said, “They 
have good and bad teachers but no different than 
PHS. The emphasis there (Lafayette) is based on 
superficial things, not on the real person.” 

Laurie is in 10th grade at PHS and another former- 
Lafayette student is attending PHS, also. Her im¬ 
pression of the Pasadena school is that there are 
more opportunities and it is more enriching, a real 
life situation. “We are able to make decisions 
that are really important. That’s what education is 
all about,” she said. 

Education Is about making choices 

Webb-Martin agrees, “The emphasis at PHS is 
on the real world, real life experiences and of 
making choices that are really important and not 
superficial. 

How would she feel about joining the Arcadia 
School system? “Our community is unique as it is. 
1 feel the Arcadia schools would impose a different

Originally called Glen- 
wood Mission Inn, it is 
one of the great hotels 
remaining in Southern 
California from the turn 
of the century. Its guest 
list often included the 
famous ushc as several 
authors and there is a 
flying buttress arcade 
called “Room of the 
Authors,” U.S. Presi¬ 
dents from Theodore 
Roosevelt to William 
Howard Taft, and there 
is still a special chair 
at the hotel built to fit 
Taft’s great girth when 
he visited, also both the 
Nixons and Reagans were 
honeymooners there and 
royalty was represented 
when the Crown Prince 
of Sweden was a guest. 

The Mission Inn is on 
the National Register of 
Historic Places, as well 
as being a local and state 
landmark.

set of values than we have tried to give our 

children.” 

Concerning the possibility of crime, Webb- 
Martin said, “My kids have been through 12 
years of the Pasadena system and never once — nor 

have my friends — had any situations of 
being mugged, money stolen, that sort of 
thing.” 

MaryAnn McMillan has not yet decided which 
direction she will go in the controversy. “I’m 
still on the fence. 1 can’t make up my mind. I 
can understand the problems the parents see. My 
son, Benjamin, 7, is in a private school. 1 have 
vowed never to allow him to go to the Pasadena 
schools.” 

Why? “Because of academics, 1 know our other 
two sons, Chris, 14, and John, 12, are not receiving 
the same level of education as Benjamin, as they 
would in a private school. I think they were accepted 
at too low a level.” 

High property taxes a problem 

Will she pull Chris and John out of school? 
“No. I can’t afford it. 1 may have to pull Ben¬ 
jamin out. I resent very highly paying the large 
property tax bill and not feeling I’m getting my 
money’s worth. I don’t understand why other parents 
don’t feel strongly about this.” 

Does she believe Arcadia is the answer? “I 
fell Arcadia will provide a much stronger aca¬ 
demic foundation. We must be careful though. We 
may be exchanging one set of problems for another 
set.” 

She stressed, “I would like everyone to look 
closely at the academics rather than racial dif¬ 
ferences. If we are a true multi-cultural district, 
the district should provide support. They are not 
doing that. They put all races and cultures together, 
place them in a building and say, ‘Deal with it.’ ”
